The City of Sierra Madre currently 
ranks in the bottom one-half in Califor¬ 
nia annually in street maintenance ex¬ 
pense pet capita, average basic govern¬ 
ment employee wage and sales taxes 
collected per capita, according to re¬ 
search published in Governments of Cali¬ 
fornia 1996. 

The findings also show that the city 
ranks in the top one-third of California 
governments per capita in central admin¬ 
istration expense and revenue and bud¬ 
get administration expense. 

Sierra Madre currently has 127 full 
and part-time employees. Of the staff, 16 
are assigned to the Public Works Depart¬ 
ment. 


A further breakdown of the study con¬ 
cludes the following: 

The percent of similar governments (in 
size) in the state spending less on street 
maintenance percapita: 22 percent. In the 
nation: 28 percent. 

The percent of similar governments in 
the state spending less on basic govern¬ 
ment employee wages: 22 percent. In the 
nation: 60 percent. 

The percent of similar governments in 
the state spending less on sales taxes col¬ 
lected percapita: 6 percent. In the nation: 
6 percent.

Law enforcement officers in the Angeles National 
Forest are warning forest visitors to use caution when 
parking their vehicles in roadside turnouts and at 
trailheads. Over the weekend, there were four reports 
of vehicle break-ins, which have added to a series of 
incidents of a similar nature. These break-ins normally 
happen between 10 a.m. and 5 p.m. and the thieves have 
recently targeted the Big Tujunga Canyon. Chantry 
Flats and Mt. Gleason areas. 

“Smash and grab is what we call these types of break- 
ins,” stated Special Agent Rita Wears. “The thieves 
typically break car windows and grab whatever valu¬ 
ables they can spot.” Valuables taken are not only from 
the interior of vehicles but also include items in trunks 
and wheelwells. “Anyone visiting the Forest should 
leave valuables at home or carry them on their person 
while recreating in the forest. Don't leave them in your 
cars," emphasized Wears. 

The week of June 8-1? there were over 20 vehicle 
break-ins located throughout the Angeles National 
Forest. Forest visitors are victims of these break-ins 
which are occurring at the trailheads in the vicinity of 
Monkey Canyon, East Fork of the .San Gabriel River, 
Red Box, Colby and Icehouse, in addition to those that 
recently occurred in Big Tujunga Canyon, Chantry Flats 
and Mt. Gleason. Since the beginning of the year the 
Angeles has had 100 reported vehicle break-ins with 
many others not reported to local law enforcement agen¬ 
cies.

Farmer. "It has taken me 
over 20 years to get to a 


position where I can, hope¬ 
fully, make a difference in 
the lives of children with 
special needs.” 

The President of the 
Foundation, Dr. Robin 
Scanlon, is a pediatrician 
with Kaiser Permanente. 
Several of her patients are 
PFPA students. Dr. 
Scanlon has seen major 
improvements in her pa¬ 
tients, both physically and 
mentally. One autistic stu¬ 
dent was very withdrawn, 
but is now outgoing and 
can actually respond to 
and perform Ms. Farmer’s 
choreography beautifully. 
Dr. Scanlon states that 
PFPA’s track record is ab¬ 
solutely incredible. 

After her involvement 
with the ABC television 
show production.

Scanlon said, “Watching 
the Pacific Foundation 
dancers perform points out 
everything we are about. 
Disabled and non-disabled 
helping each other produce 
a wonderful dance in 
which everybody shines."

have seen many of the 
dancers with contractions 
from cerebral palsy and 
physical disabilities 
progress with an increase 
in range of motion, in bal¬ 
ance, and in strength. 
Neuro-psychologically 
speaking, we have wit¬ 
nessed tremendous gains 
in memory skills as seen 
by repetitions used in the 
choreography and warmup 
exercises. We have ob¬ 
served counting skills rein¬ 
forced because of the need 
to count beats and dance 
steps. Socially, everyone 
has grown. Skills that 
most people take for 
granted, salutations for 
example, now come much 
more easily to our stu¬ 
dents. One of our autistic 
students has a totally dif¬ 
ferent attitude while in 
class and performing. 
When he enters class he is 
withdrawn and extremely 
introverted. Then when he 
starts to dance his face 
lights up. He interacts eas¬ 
ily with Pat as she instructs 
the class, and he also inter¬ 
acts well with the teaching 
assistants.” 

Ms. Marette Larson, a 
producer at KABC-TV, 
had been following for 
over a year PFPA’s suc¬ 
cess with individuals with 
special needs, and chose to 
make the half-hour “Kid's 
View” about Pacific Foun¬ 
dation. (As a result of the 
television broadcast, Pat 
Farmer now has an invita¬ 
tion to bring the Founda¬ 
tion dancers to Japan!) 
Ms. Farmer has been able 
to take her program around 
the United States, and now 
says, “One of our dreams 
is to be able to carry our 


success around the world!” 

Since the beginning of 
the year, PFPA has re¬ 
ceived several generous 
donations from which the 
funds have already been 
used to reach many more 
children through special 
programs. PFPA grate¬ 
fully acknowledges dona¬ 
tions from the Altrusa 
Club of Arcadia (who es¬ 
sentially temporarily 
“adopted” PFPA), Kaiser 
Permanente Educational 
Theatre Program, and Kai¬ 
ser Foundation Health 
Plan's Office of Public 
Affairs. Without this as 
sistance, PFPA would not 
have been able to produce 
its show for the filth year 
in a row as part of the 
“Very Special Arts Festi¬ 
val” at the Los Angeles 
Music Center, or to partici¬ 
pate in the production of 
the television special on 
ABC-TV’s “Kids View.”

amount of preparation that 
came with the honor and 
excitement of being cho¬

restraints, must be accom¬ 
modated, and costumes 
must be flattering at all 
times. Additional costume 
makers, Ms. Donna Pett 
and Ms. Jennifer 
Postlewaite, are also show 
coordinators, along with 
Ms. Peterson. They all 
work together with Ms. 
Farmer and PFPA Presi¬ 
dent Dr. Robin Scanlon to 
prepare for the classes and 
shows to run smoothly.

It has been six months since baseball try-outs. A 
lot has happened since then.

At the Minor Divi¬ 
sion playoff game, managers and coaches look for the 
keys to unlock the secrets of post season play. They 
have accessed computer spreadsheets, Ouija Boards, 
and the 1-900 Psychic Hotline. It all comes down to 
a few games. 

1 he Yankees took the Majors and the Astros took 
the Farm. Everybody wins in T-Ball so that leaves just 
the Minors. The Orioles and the Astros are playing a 
best of three series for the Championship. If you are 
reading this, then the last game has been decided. 

During game two a kid from T-Ball sits behind the 
backstop eating the world’s biggest chili boat. In be¬ 
tween bites he works the scoreboard and wonders if 
he should have perhaps tried the new chili fries. He 
knows his day for tournament play will come. He is 
the keeper of the flame, a member of the tribe. The 
only membership requirement is a love of the game. 

The kid brings with him a desire to play hard and 
fair and the ability to stand up to kids who may be big¬ 
ger and better than he is at this point in time. He can 
run with the pack at a moments notice and he keeps 
in shape by roller blading, digging holes and playing 
a countless number of “butts up” games. 

Forgive me for this uncharacteristic use of slang. 

This is the official name of the game. It is a cross 
between handball, dodgeball, pickle, and three flys 
out.
